Stock Urges Quick Action in Turning

‘‘We must act at once to get the water company to provide ad ­ 
ditional water supplies,” declared Peter C Stock president of the 
borough council, this morning, ’ if w. are goinr; to prevent Gottvs- 
ourg from suffering even greater privations than have I* en experi­ 
enced so far.” 


President Stock made this declaration after a conference with 
Col. E. E Davis, superintendent of the national battlefield, in which 
he made a request that the government allow the water company 
to use a well located on the battlefield and reputed to be inexhausti­ 
ble. to augm ent the present emergency supply. 


“You can use the w ater,” Col. D vis stated at once, addin" that 
in his belief the situation is so serious at present th a t any delay in 
getting the water turned into the borough's water system would 
mean a real waler famine here. 


President Stock pointed out that the present em ergency water 
.supplied by the water com pany provides only one-half of the town's 
curtailed w ater rations and that Marsh creek is rapidly being de­ 
pleted of all its water and cannot be relied upon to furnish anv 
of Gettysburg'^ water supply in another week, should no rain fall. 


"Colonel Davis informed m r that there is no imm ediate pros­ 
pect of rain anywhere* in the drought affected areas of the United 
States at the present time, according to the weather bureau in 
W ashington."

There has been persistent 
high air pressure over most, of the 
United States. This has kept out 
the moisture-laden winds from the 
oceans on both coasts, for winds 
tend to blow outward from high 
pressure areas, never inward to­ 
ward them.

She is bringing suit for divorce 
in th e French courts. 
Until the 
divorce is granted she cannet ap ­ 
pear on the stage and receive pay 
for it. 
In order to sue for divorce she 
had first to establish her national­ 
ity. 
It took the appellate court of 
Versailles to decide th a t she is a j 
French woman and therefore en­ 
titled to bring her suit in a French 
court.

Jane Aubert has a 
choice of nationalities, as long as 
she Is Mrs. Morris.
